KANSAS CiiY,Mo July 4.—The Demo- 


cratic national convention was callec 
to order at 12.03 o'clock by Chairman 
Jones. Secretary Walsh then read thi 
formal call. 


Prayer was offered by Rev.S.M.Neel

of Kansas City, alter which Chairman 
Jones introduced Mayor Reed, of Kan- 
sas City, who welcomed the delegates. 
The chairman then introduced Gover- 
nor Thomas, ol Colorado, as temporary 
chairman. He said, in part: "We are 
in very truth the party of the people 
Onr declaration of faith and purpose 
Jfiven to the world lour years ago has 
been strengthened by the passage of 
^ears and is enshrined to-day in our 
learts and hopes It crystallized into 
an undying creed the precepts of our 
founders—reaffirmed 
the objects of 


Democratic organization and proclaim- 
ed Democracy to be no longer a same, 
but 'a great spirit and a living heart.'" 
At the conclusion of his speech Gover- 
nor Thomas was warmly applauded. 
Congressman J. D. Richardson, of 
Tennessee, was elected 
permanent 


chairman. 


Charles A. Walsh, of Iowa, then read 


m resolution by Daniel J. Campau, of 
Michigan, that the Declaration of In- 
dependence, "drafted by that Demo- 
crat oi Democrats, Thomas Jefferson," 
be read. The resolution was adopted. 


Then a dramatic si-ene occurred. As 


the vast audience was quieting down to 
listen to the reading ol the declaration, 
two men appeared upon the platform 
bearing carefully in their arms two 
large objects, each shrouded complete- 
ly in the Stars and Stripes. They 
•were placed, the one upon the other, 
immediately to the right and in front 
of the chairman. Delegates and spec- 
tators craned their necks to see what 
•was about to occur. All realized that 
a coup was about to be enacted. 
Quickly advancing to the flag draped 
objects, a handsome man deltly lilted 
the flag Irom a splendid bustol Mr. 
Bryan. As the familiar features of 
their distinguished leader were recog- 
nized by delegates and spectators,a tor- 
nado ol applause swept over the audi- 
ence. When the applause had subsided 
Charles S. Hampton,of Minnesota,read 
in magnificent voice the immortal Dec- 
laration of Independence. As the lull 
and rounded sentences ol the great 
state paper rolled through the hall the 
cheering and enthusiasm increased and 
when Mr. Hampton had concluded the 
tremendous applause fairly shook the 
building. When the applause 
had 


ceased MissJTnltoni, of New York, was 
introduced and sang the "Star Span, 
gled Banner," the audience standing 
and cheering and applauding alter each 
verse. As she finished the last strain 
the band took up "America" and, led 
by Miss Fultoni, the great mass of 20,- 
000 people broke into the stirring 
words, "My Country, 'Tis ol Thee," 
singing it through with unction and 
closing it with a cheer. Soon after 
this the convention adjourned until 4 
o'clock. 


Nothing of importance was done at 


the session which convened at 4 o'clock 
Another fruitless session was held to- 
night. 


At a caucus of the committee on 


resolutions there was a spirited argu- 
ment on the financial plank to be in- 
verted in the platform—some arguing 
Jor a specific declaration in favor ol 
the coinage of free silver at the ratio 
of 16 to 1, others claiming that a re- 
aihrmation of the Chicago platform 
would be all that wac necessary on 
this question.

ABSTRACT OF SERMON 


Preached By Ber. M i Culler In Trlult 


Lutheran Clinrch, lledfora, Jaljr 1. 


Subject: "IndependenceSay." 
Text 


"The Lord hath prepared His' thron 
in the heavens; and His 
kingdom 


ruleth over all." Ps. 103:19. 


It is appropriate that on the Lord' 


Day, so near the 4th of July, ou 
thoughts should be directed to the im 
port of that day—what the principle 
asserted then have been,and must befo 
the continued prosperity and happines 
of our country. It is altogether prope 
that on this Independence Day ther 
should be demonstrations of joy, pa 
triotic speeches, brass bands, fire 
works and the like, because the youth 
and children constantly need ob]ec' 
lessons to awaken interest and inquiry 
as to the meaning of the day. There 
should be a proper answer to these in 
quiries. The men who made that im 
mortal declaration were the wises' 
and most patriotic men from the thir 
teen original states assembled in con 
gress in Philadelphia in 1776 . They 
made their appeal to God, recognizing 
the fact that God's "Kingdom ruleth 
over all," that He has to do with the 
affairs of nations as well a& individu- 
als. 
They knew the grave importance 


and magnitude ol this act and appeal- 
ed to the "Supreme Judge of the world 
for the rectitude of their intentions 
God heard their appeal and gave vic- 
tory against the great wealth, military 
skill and oppressions of Great Britain. 
Chese colonies have become a great 
,nd powerful nation with forty six 
states and vast territories. 


Bat the history of nations, both an- 


:ient and modern, is that in the times 
if prosperity they are easily tempted 
o forget God,the Supreme powers, and 
he principles of righteousness in the 
affairs of government. The reason for 
his is plain. 
Even the best human 


governments, administered by erring 
mortals, are imperfect, because human 
•overnment cannot extend to the con- 
ciences of mankind. 
Civil govern- 


ments cannot govern the conscience or 


[Oral nature of men. And these are 
be secret springs of all feeling, think- 
ng and acting. No sanctions or three ten- 
ings of mere human law can rule the 
oul; and yet,in all sale government, il 
inst be brought into obedience to tha 
ternal laws of reason and righteous- 
ess. Hence we see the absolute ne- 
essity that God must rule in the 
ffairs of human governments. What 
sad and alarming fact to every true 
atriot, that the principles ol truth, 
ustice and responsibility to God are 
0 so large a degree left out of view in 
ae governments of the world. It is 
eared by many wise and thoughtful 
men that part of the Declaration of In- 
ependence, that ''governments are in- 
stated among men, deriving their 
ust powers from the consent of the 


verned,*' is sadly forgotten by some 
1 our own statesmen. 
In how many ways God is left out of 
ccount in political affairs and in the 
elations of different nations to each 
ther! Might is made to pass for 
ight. Diplomacy is of ten. made a 
lere cunning device to conceal real 
ntentions. What a shameful disre- 
ard for the Lord's Day which God in 
ove has given to man for bodily rest 
nd soul improvement. The day was 
ever intended to interfere with man's 
appinesb and prosper! ty.but to secure 
icm both. People may think they 
an cheat God, but they are only rob- 
ing themselves of health and life's 
reatest blessings when they disre- 
ard God's holy day and neglect His 
ouses. 
God is independent of us, but we are 
ependent upon Him. How we should 
o up to the place of worship with 
ongs of gratitude and gladness in 
ur hearts' "Happy is that people 
whose God is the Lord."

Kilted By Black Damp In a Well 


Broad Top Township, 


THE BODIES RECOVERED 


B; a Brave Fellow Who Nearly lo»t HI 


Own Life In Getting the TlctlmB From 


the Deadly Fit 


Six MILE ROT, July 3 —An appalling 


accident occurred near 'Squire J. C 
Figart's home, in Broad Top township 
Saturday alternoon between four anc 
seven o'clock. On the farm owned by 
Samuel Thomas is a well, about four 
hundred yards from his house, which 
is only used in extremely dry weather 
A short time ago Mr. Thomas noticec 
that the water in the well was impure 
and decided that the well should be 
cleaned out. Preliminary 
prepare 


lions were made on Friday—the water 
was pumped out and a shea! ol straw 
placed in the well and burned to 
purify the air. Saturday afternoon 
about four o'clock Mr. Thomas and his 
fourteen-year-old son, James, started 
10 complete the work. 


The well, which is twenty-three feet 


deep and three feet in diameter, has 
short pieces of timber extending across 
at regular intervals, forming a sort of 
adder, by means of which one could 
easily go to the bottom and return to 
,he top 
James went down into the 


well and in a short time was pros- 
.rated by the foul air, or black damp 
Mr. Thomas, seeing his son's great 
danger, without taking time to sum- 
mon help, quickly went to the boy's 
assistance. But he, too, was overcome 
iy the deadly air and both perished. 
The sad late of the two victims of 


black damp was not known until 
about seven o'clock, when a member 
'f the family went to the well to call 
hem to supper. The messenger re- 
urned in a few minutes, with the 
tartling information that he could 
ee his father and brother lying at the 
Dottom of the well, but that they 
would not answer him. Mrs. Thomas 
Ben hurried to the scene of the acci- 
ent and soon a number of neighbors 
athered at the well. One of them, 
Seorge Davis, volunteered to rescue 
be men. Tying a rope around his 
ody, he climbed to the bottom of the 
well, fastened another rope to • the 
ody of Mr. Thomas and assisted in 
etting him out. Davis was compelled 
o go to the surface for fresh air before 
e tried to remove the boy. After a 
hort rest he pluckily entered the well 
nd succeeded in getting James to the 
op. Strenuous efforts were made to 
evive the men, but to no avail. They 
ad evidently been dead for at least 
wo hours, and from the position of 
heir bodies, it appears that the father 
ad succeeded in getting his son part 


way up the well when he was over- 
ome and both fell to the bottom. 
Mr. Thomas is survived by his wife, 
ho is a daughter of Philip Clark, late 
f West Providence township, and the 
ollowing children: Harry, of Hope- 
•ell; Howard, of Findlayville; Silas, 
f Six Mile Run; Reuben, Joseph and 
ustin, at home. Father and son were 
dried in the graveyard near Six Mile 
lun Monday afternoon.

Hobokeu's Holocaust. 


An appalling disaster occurred at 


Hoboken, N. J., on Saturday, when 
he docks of the North Herman Lloyd 
Steamship company were burned, to- 
gether with a namber of steamships, 
barges and canal boats, causing a loss 
of life of 200 persons and a property 
oss that will reach 810,000,000. The 
flames started among a large pile of 
otton bales on the pier of the steam- 
hip company and spread with such 
emarkable rapidity that in fifteen 
minutes the entire property of the 
ompany, taking in over a third of a 
mile of water front and consisting of 
hree great piers, was completely en- 
eloped in a huge blaze. The flames 
tarted so suddenly and gained such 
leadway that many people on the 
•iers and on the numerous vessels 
ocked were unable to reach the street 
.t the piers were the Saale, a single 
crew passenger steamship of 4,965 
gross tons; the Bremen, a twin screw 
iassenger and freight steamship ol 
0,526 tons, and the Main, a twin screw 
reight and passenger steamship of 
0,300 gross tons. 
They all caught 


re and were burned, being nearly a 
otal loss. The Kaiser Wilhelm der 
rosse was the only one of the four 
ig vessels at the dock that escaped: 
he was towed into midstream, but 
ot until she was severely scorched at 
he bows. The Phoomeux, a twin 
crew passenger steamer of 0,701 gross 
ons, owned by the Hamburg-Ameri- 
an line, caught file and was badly 
amaged before the ilames were sub- 
ued

It is 
me hour and thirty minutes Irom the 
main exposition, whieh^tn terms ol 
istance, ought to be thirty, or forty 
miles. It is most uncomfortable get- 
ing there; consequently, no one goes 
unless attracted by a fete, an automo- 
bile race, or athletic.sports. After 
alighting from the nearest station, a 
walk of a hall mileas necessary to find 
the American machinery building, 


hieh is neither large nor very inter- 


esting as to its contents 


Those who are particularly inter- 


ested in the special classes of American 
machinery exhibited there will doubt- 
.ess go out to Vincennes, but I do not 
believe there were half a dozen visitors 
jhere- beside mysell and the place is 
practically inaccessible to hundreds of 
French workmen who, while they 
might not buy American machinery, 
would like to see and [Study it. There 
s at Vincennes a large transportation 
exhibit consisting of sections ol trains 
of cars within dining and sleeping cars. 
None from America. Europe has made 
great progress in the last twenty 
years, and while the style and arrange- 
ment' are totally different from ours, 
they are not inferior in elegance and 
comfort. I was especially impressed 
with the; Russian exhibit in this sec- 
tion. The third-class car had every 
convenience of the nrst-class car, but 
was less luxuriously furnished, and 
the third-class compartment was con- 
vertible into sleeping space for seven, 
while the first-class compartment oi 
the same size was limited to lour sleep- 
ing berths. In the third-class the 
travelers, always Russian peasants, are 
expected to furnish their bedding or 
blankets. Russian, like other Eu- 
ropean railroad systems, are first of 
all military and these conveniences lor 
sleeping in every car will greatly con- 
duce to the eomfort and health of the 
soldier and'to his fitness as a fig-hting 
machine. It would not be 'difficult to 
speedily convert our freight cars into 
a double tier of sleeping berths on thi 
Russian plan and for transporting an 
army over long- distances they wouk 
be ilar ^rnore comfortable than the 
ordinary car of the United States rail 
roids.

German Mlnitter Uurdered 


A special despatch to the London, 


Eng , Telegraph, dated Shanghai, Sun- 
day, says. "News has reached here 
'rom Pekin that Baron von Ketteler, 
;he German minister, was killed, June 
18, by Chinese troops. All ol the for- 
iign legations have been destroyed ex- 
cept three. The situation is most pre- 
carious. Prince Tuan has seized the 
emperor and the empress dowager and 
s in supreme power. At least 20,000 
troops are required to rush on Pekin 
and save the residents there. Small 
parties will be useless. Vice Admiral 
Seymour had 37 British killed and 92 
wounded. 
Seymour captured fifty 


Maxim guns, some Krupp guns and 
mmense stores ol ammunition. The 
allies burnt the villages between Taku 
and Tien-Tsin, so as to destroy cover 
for the enemy. The banks ol the Pie- 
Ho river from Tien Tsin to Taku are 
strewn with dead Chinese. A landing 
party from H. M. S. BarSeur sustained 
the heaviest casualties ol all the Brit- 
,sh ships. The Chinese fort on the Pie- 
Ho, twelve miles Irom Taku, has been 
blown up by the torpedo boat destroyer 
Fame, under Commander Keys." 


It is reported that Germany will 


send 20,000 troops to China to avenge 
the death of her minister. The United 
States is getting ready to send ten 
regiments to Manila to take the place 
of troops which will be despatched 
from the Philippines to China. 


The latest messages Irom Shanghai 


reiterate that the situation is desper- 
ate, and that the Chinese troops were 
shelling the British legation, where 
all the members ol the diplomatic 
body had congregated, and that many 
foreigners had been murdered. One 
account conveys the information that 
all whites in Pekin have met death at 
the hands oi the mobs. Tien-Tsin is 
also being again bombarded, and there 
is no help expected for the relief of im- 
periled foreigners 
from the allied 


forces.

Chairman 
Bahcock, ol the Republican congres- 
sional committee, recently said: "One 
of the most serious difficulties of the 
impending campaign, so far as the Re- 
publicans are concerned, is the almost 
universal belief that the money ques- 
tion cannot be re-opened, except as a 
subject ol academic debate, for the 
next four years at least." He then 
w ent on to specify where the Demo- 
crats might gain senators, reaching 
the final result that the senate of the 
next congress would stand 46 Repub- 
licans and 44 opposition, and that that 
of the 5Sth congress would have a 
Democratic majority 
This is very 


good news Jtor the Democrats, who 
scarcely hope to win such a sweeping 
victory as this, and they welcome 
Chairman Babcock's predictions 


The text of the platform declared by 


Representative Grosvenor to have been 
adopted by the Philadelphia commit- 
tee on resolutions and then Quiggized 
before it was read to the convention 
has been published in this city. It 
shows that important changes were 
made in that document but does not 
prove that they were made by Quigg 
and not by a sub-committee acting 
under instructions from Hanna and 
McKinley. In fact, it is whispered in 
:his city that this is just what was done 
n a moment of panic and that later, 
when the Republican press began to 
belabor the platform, the administra- 
tion forces took alarm and tried toi

All this great 
collection of ideas was taken to Phila- 
delphia and from it was evolved the 
lotch-potch which is now being repu- 
diated by the Republican press and 
he Republican politicians from one 
end of the country to the other. 


Friends of an imperial army and im- 


perial expansion are going about m 
bis city shaking themselves by the 
hand and congratulating each other on 
the Chinese situation, which, they say, 
will force the anti-imperialists to agree 
to a large increase in the army and 
will give McKinley an exceptionally 
fine opportunity to carry things on 
a "national honor" platform this lall. 
Patriotic Americans are expected to 
rally to the support ol the ad minis tra- 
;ion, which has on hand the solution 
of such a difficult problem as that now 
iresented. 
Especially will this be 


irue if the outcome is successful and 
Minister Conger, his associates, the 
missionaries and others are rescued 
without the loss of life. 
Such an 


achievement will be worth a political 
reward—so believes the administra- 
tion. Further, the ChineEe situation 
will serve to divert public attention 
rom the Philippines, where the presi- 
dent, after repeatedly refusing to treat 
with the Mlipinos and after wasting 
hundreds of lives and millions of treas- 
ure, has changed front and is now 
practically agreeing to a treaty of 
peace on terms which he rejected a 
year or more ago. 
The president is 


not proud of this surrender, but he 
thinks it is better than to go into the 
campaign with the war still on his 
hands. The Chinese troubles are also 
welcomed because they ofter a chance 
for the United States to lay its heavy 
land on Chinese territory and add 
millions of Chinamen to its already 
diversified 
population. 
Of course, 


nothing ol this kind will be admitted 
until after the election. But it is cal- 
culated that it will take until then, 
anyway, to suppress the rebellion. 
Then will follow the punishment of 
3hina for 
destruction of American 


property and injury to American in- 
terests. Indemnity means, m this in- 
stance, territory, lor China has not 
the necessary funds or credit to pay a 
cash indemnity. Ready money will be 
scarce with the Chinese government 
when her territory is parceled out 
among the nations. So the United 
States will doubtless hold a slice of it 
This course is already being quietly 
urged by a number of prominent Re- 
publicans.

Railway men of all|elasses are watch-

"1200 
series" of engines of the Rock 


Island road, the largest running out of 
Chicago in passenger service.

No 1201 was given its first severe test 
for power and speed last week. The 
patrons of the Rock Island's first excur- 
sion to Colorado occupied fourteen of 
the largest and heaviest coaches.
